SCHOOL HYGIENE. 


Measures for the Prevention of Infec- 
tious Diseases in Schools. 
From the Medical News. 


The Medical Officers of Schools Association, 
which was formed in England in 1884, has just 
issued a code of rules for the prevention of in- 
fectious and contagious diseases in schoo 
which contains some valuable ge.tions an 
which is important as being a formal expres- 
sion of opinion on the part of medical men and 
sanitarians who have specially investigated the 
subject of school hygiene. The first section 
relating to general hygiene gives the usual 
advice with regard to house-drainage, dyst- 
bins, etc., and advises that the medical officer 
of the school shall inspect the premises 
at least once a month and that be should make 
an annual return of the sickness in the school 
to the governing body. 

With regard to the length of quarantine that 
should be required if a pupil has been ex

as not that very valuable safeguard—a disin- 
fecting apparatus, which ap tus should be 
large enough to hold a full-sized mattress. If 
the school possesses such an apporatus, then 
the quarantine should bea day or two more 
than the longest known period of incubation of 
the disease in question; if not, the period 
should be longer still, as there is no definite 
time when the clothing is certain to be free 
from infection.

long wooden benches setting up against its walls. 
should say they are queer; oftentimes more 
so than you reporters have any idea 
ot. 1 don't mean to gay that 
it would be worth your while to go systematically 
to work interviewing them, because in the natural 
course of events it is only now and then thata 
realiy interesting applicant comes along, but if you 
could learn the stories, yes, sometimes romances, 
of some of these people, you would hardly refrain 
from printing what they could tell you.“ 
As the reporter glanced around the place he 
could not help thinking that it was about the last 
jace in the world to hunt a romance in. Of all the 
dingy recesses in the hideous City Hall building the 
Dispensary is the least inviting. The p has 
been remodeled three or four times and each altera- 
tion has left itdarker, dirtier and more poorly 
adapted for the use to which it isapplied. The 
space devoted to it is divided into five compart- 
ments, the — — of which is the waiting-room, an 
apartment without a window, usually occupied by 
from ten to f sick upers whose presence 
loads the atmosphere with an overpowering odor 
which is only very partially al eviated by the occas- 
fonal opening of the door leading from the hall. 
The floor. v ceiling aud benches of the place are 
of one color—a dull gray—the accumulation for 
months of lamp black from the gas jets kept 
CONSTANTLY BURNING 
and from the huge stove whose monstrous soft coal 
fire makes the place uncomfortably hot on any but 
the coldest days of winter. In a gloomy corner 
back of the stove isa filthy couch upon which are 
allowed to recline such female patients as are too 
feeble to sit up upon the hard wooden benches. 
Off from this large room is a very little one fitted 
up asa chemical laboratory, where well water is 
avaiyzed and pronounced poisonous in order that 
e Municipal Assembly may reject ordinances 
rohibiting the ignorant from courting epidemics 
y itsuse. The cleanest room in the place is the 
audience room, and as it is supplied with a 
window and ventilators there occasonally 
steals in there a puff or two of 
fresh air to give the doctors sufficient 
vitality to get through the onerous duties of the 
day. It nitist not be supposed because the audience 
room is cleaner than the other that it is not dirty or 
that, because it has a ventilator it is not malodor- 
ous. The scrubbing and whitewash brush has not 
seen it for months, and although it adjoins the room 
in charge of the public fumigator, its atmosphere is 
laden with exhalations borrowed from the larger 
apartment adjoining. iisfurniture consists of a 
dilapidated desk.a venerable table and three chairs, 
one of which, placed in a corner, beside the desk, is 
reserved for occupation by the applicants for grat- 
uitous medical attendance. This chair ig shunned 
by the employes of the place, who are too well 
aware of the personal peculiarities of those who 
occupy it to care to risk too near an approach to it. 
A well-known and popular roung journalist, who

THE THEATERS. 


Richard is not by any means the most difficult 
character in Shakespeare. While the lines can be 


drawn as delicately as possible, ye t there can be no 
mistake as to which side the lines are to be drawn; 
they are all on the shady side. The tints are ail 
sombre. Richard is a consummate villain and does 
not pretend to be anything else, that is as far as the 
audience is concerned. The inner Richard himself 
is placed before the footlights. An actor need no 
trouble himself to stop and consider whether light 
shall be mingied with the darkness; be can paint it 
the dee black. And yet with all this the true 
Rich must be made to command some 
admiration for his boldness of conception, for his 
consistency, and for his spirit and courage.

I believe Mr. Keene has a fine conception of Rich- 
ard. He has grasped the character in admirabie 
style, and his pression of his conception is com- 
mandingly excelient in many parts His imper- 
sonation of the murderous king cannot be denom- 
inated anything but strong and sustained througn- 
out, but, again, in the most intense passages, Mr. 
Keene falls just short of the mark. in all of the 
first part oi the drama, in his exhibition of hyproc- 
risy and cunning; in his mocking deviiishness, and 
in his soliloquies, Mr. Keeue is almost beyond 
criticism.
